“Trio”  -’A.  Rousell,  and  “Diverti- 
mento in  E flat  major”  Mozart 

A favorite  in  the  chamber  music 
field,  the  Pasquier  Trio  has  made 
two  transcontinental  tours  receiv- 
ing the  acclaim  of  both  the  public 
and  the  press.  They  are  universal- 
ly recognized  as  a most  extraor- 
dinary string  trio,  not  only 
through  its  concerts  In  all  the 
countries  of  Europe,  but  also 
through  its  recordings  with  Pathe, 
Columbia,  and  Victor. 

’fhe  brothers  belong  to  an  ar- 
tistic and  musical  family,  their 
father  being  an  unusually  fine 
violinist  and  their  mother  a pianist 
of  distinction.  The  almost  incred- 
ible unity  of  their  playing  and 
^eir  temperamental  adjustment  to 
each  other,  resulting  in  the  three 
working  together  as  one,  has  been 
commented  upon  by  many  of  the 
critics.  It  Is  generally  concede4 
that  this  technique  Is  the  out- 
come of  continual  musical  associ- 
ation since  early  childhood. 

Tl\ey  started  their  musical  edu- 
cation at  th^  School  of  Music  at 
Tours,  where  they  were  born  in 
1902,  1903  and  1905.  They  later 
continued  their  studies  in  Paris, 
each  one  became  affiliated  with 
one  of  the  leading  orchestras  of 
Paris;  Jean  with  the  Pasadeloup 
Orchestra,  Pierre  with  the  Lam- 
oureux  Orchestra,  and  Etienne 
with  the  Cologne  Concert  Associ- 
ation. 

After  thre  years  in  the  Conserv- 
atory at  Paris,  the  brothers  grad- 
uated with  prizes  and  began  their 
tours.  In  1940  they  were  booked 
solid  for  a transcontinental  tour 
of  56  concerts,  which  had  to  be 
cancelled  because  of  the  war. 
Their  present  tour  was  completely 
sold  out  many  months  before  the 
Pasquier  brothers  arrived  in 
America,  a proof  of  their  extreme 
popularity  in  this  country.

The  seSA  proposals,  if  accepted 
by  the  school,  would  completely 
reorganize  BYU  social  and  cultur- 
al activities.  One  proposal  sug- 
gests that  "the  student  select  the 
organization  rather  thaw  the  or- 
ganization select  the  student.” 

“It  should  be  understood,"  said 
John  F.  Jones,  SCSA  chairman 
and  student  coordinator,  "that 
these  proposals  made  by  the  com-

Concerning  tuxedos,  which  are  a 
requisite  for  the  school’s  only 
formal  dance  of  the  year,  the  com- 
mittee advised  students  who 
wished  to  rent  tuxedos  to  contact 
Mr.  Jones,  student  oo-ordinator,  at 


his  office,  as  arrangements  are 
being  made  through  him. 

The  dance  committe,  under  the 
leadership  of  Jack  Jones,  prom- 
ised the  Social  pall  ventilating 
system  will  be  in  operation,  as- 
suring comfortable  dancing  all  ev- 
ening. Loud  speakers  are  being 
Installed  throughout  the  hall  to 
provide  a sufficient  volume  of 
music  in  all  available  spaces.

More  than  a cracked  bell 

We  used  to  listen  to  the  Old  Y Bell  in  the  evening  twilight 
time.  It  rang  the  hours  of  a closing  day.  We  used  to 
listen  to  its  sedate,  yet  triumphantly  dignified  announcement  of 
a Brigham  Young  victory  in  the  field  of  sports.  And  we  read 
kito  that  solemn  tuned  note  more  than  just  a cadenced  pealing, 
it  seemed  to  be  the  voice  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Y. 

Yes,  the  Spirit  of  the  Y,  which  once  was  common  knowl- 
edg,  but  which  today  is  just  a phrase.  Somewhere  in  the  rapid 
expansion  of  the  Brigham  Young  University,  the  Spirit  of  the  Y 
has  been  unceremoniously  shelved. 

We  have  looked  for  that  shelf.  We  have  searched  because 
we  believe  the  quest  was  worth  the  effort;  We  believed  that  the 
Spirit  of  the  Y was  something  fine,  something  of  which  to  be 
proud,  something  that  was  on  inheirent  part  of  this  institution. 

In  our  search  we  observed  many  things:  We  have  walked 
ttie  dimension  of  the  campus  from  the  extreme  North  building 
to  the  secluded  Education  building.  During  that  walk  not  one 
greeting  or  salutation  was  given.  Our  fault  for  not  speaking 
ftrst?  It  would  seem  that  others  thought  the  same.  But  this 
wasn't  the  Spirit  of  the  Y.  for  we  can  remember  the  days  when 
students  of  the  school,  no  matter  where  they  were,  or  under 
which  circumstances  they  met— whether  they  knew  each  other 
or  not  was  not  considered,  it  was  considered  sufficient  they 
appeared  to-be  a fellow  student  of 'the  school — spoke  to  each 
other;  and  nearly  always  with  a smile. 

We  have  gone  through  an  entire  quarter  without  learning 
Ae  names  of  classmates  sitting  in  our  immediate  vicinity.  Not 
our  fault,  for  we  have  tried— but  it  takes  two  to  make  a conver- 
sation. And  often  we,  have  retired  abashed,  feeling  like  some 
presumption  monster,  after  attempting  to  start'an  acquaintance 
with  a classmate.  And  this  is  not  the  Spirit  of  the  Y,  for  we  can 
remember  when  nearly  everyone  in  the  class  was  acquainted 
with  each  other — -pt  least  their  respective  faces — and  a class 
Hiate  was  a friend,  not  a designing  stranger. 

We  have  stood  on  the  corner  and  watched  students,  fortu- 
nate to  own  cars  speeding  their  way  downtown,  our  own  desti- 
nation, without  even  so  much  as  a wave.  And  this  is  not  the 
Spirit  of  the  Y,  for  we  can  remember  when  cars  were  scarce 
about  the  campus  (no  parking  problem  then),  and  every  car 
that  traveled  to  or  from  the  campus  was  usually  loaded  to  the 
gunwales  with  fellow  students. 

We  have  opened  the  door  for  students  whose  cwms  were 
loaded  with  books,  and  listened  vainly  for  some  expression  of 
gratitude  or  even  acknowledgement.  We  heard  none.  And 
this  is  not  the  Spirit  of  the  Y,  for  we  can  remember  when  Brig- 
ham Young  seemed  a center  of  culture  when  it  ccane  to  situa- 
tions of  etiquette. 

We  have  watched  students  crowd  in  here,  shove  there,  and 
elbow  their  indifferent  way  through  throngs  of  fellow  BYU  ers. 
And  this  is  not  the  Spirit  of  the  Y,  for  we  can  remember  when 
it  was  share  and  share  alike,  and  the  phrases  of  the  day  were 
Excuse  me,  I m in  a hurry,  or  "Would  you  pardon  me  please". 

So  in  our  search  for  the  seemingly  forgotten  Spirt  of  the  Y 
that  deemed  it  part  of  conduct  to  lend  the  helping  hand  o the 
bus  passenger,  loaded  with  baggage  to  or  from  the  station,  the 
expression  of  good  sportsmanship  when  it  was  hard  to  be  a 
good  sport,  the  conduct  of  a gentleman,  and  a close  friend  to 
every  other  student  on  the  campus,  we  pause  to  learn  that  the 
Old  Y Bell  is  broken,  and  we,  at  the  risk  of  appearing  senti- 
mentally maudlin,  wonder  if  it  isn't  the  Spirit  of  the  Y that's 
broken  also  from  being  neglected  this  long.  If  and  when  it  is 
to  be  restored,  as  the  Old  Y Bell  is  to  be  mended,  is  strictly 
up  to  us.

Cuie  little  CoJIeen  Townsend,  reportedly  one  of  20th 
Century-Fox's  most  prdmising  starlets,  has  some  very  interesting 
if  hot  startling  things  to  say  about  her  Alma  Mammy  and  former 
school  mates  in  the  March  issue  of  Modern  Screen  Magazine. 

Colleen,  you  remember  was  the  toast  of  the  athletic  victory 
celebrations  last  year  while  she  was  visiting  here.  She  has 
made' several  triumphant  returns  to  the  campus  since  she  was 
enrolled  at  Brigham  Young  in  1946.

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Subject:  The  honor  system 


Mr.  Riohardfl*  article  in  the  UNIVBR^l  of 
January  27,  m full  of  inconaistencies,  but  in  the 
ba<-kground  of  ail  fas  a fear  to  simply  admit  that 
cheating  is  a real  problem  at  BYU. 

First,  he  implies  that  it  is  unworthy  of  a BYU 
atudent.to  be  ho  concerned  with  grades  ths^  he 
•ould  ever  be  tempted  to  cheat.  This  is  an  ex- 
ceedingly tmrealiHtic,  head-in-the-sand  attitude.  We 
receive  grades  each  quarter;  the  schools  honors 
those  who  get  the  best  grades  eaich  quarter  through 
the  honor  roll;  the  heads  of  departments  choose 
Students  who  are  to  be  recommended  for  scholar- 
ships and  fellowships  partly,  if  not  substantially, 
sn  the  basts  of  grades,  and  lastly,  other  institu- 
tions place  emphasis  upon  grades  received  at  the 
•tudent’s  former  s<^hool,  simply  because  it  is  the 
only  way  to  rate  him.  How  then,  can  we  say  it  is 
unworthy  to  be  concerned  with  grades  when  the 
L«dministration  utilieea  and  commends  them? 

Secondly,  he  blandly  refuses  to  recognise  the 
seriousness  BYU  cheating,  petssing  it  off  with  a 
**wc  don’t  deny  the  existence  of  certain  (implying 
• only  a few  indulge)  immature  practices  in  which 
students  indulge  to  pass  an  examination.  Cheating 
ha«  assumed  such  proportions  that  many  instruc- 
tors have  been  forced  to  prepare  two  or  even  three 
examinations;  seating  the  students  alternately,  and 
pacing  up  and  down  the  aisles,  and  even  then, 
admitting  in  private  that  some  still  were  able  to 
cheat. 


Strangely,  he  feels*  that  to  admit  that  cheating 

{exists  in  such  quantity  as  to  warrant  correction. 
Is  a "destruction  of  one  of  the  primary  ideals  of 
the  church  which  sponsors  it.”  He  is  confusing 
admission  of  a failure  to  live  up  to  standard  with  an 
||  attack  on  the  standard.  He  impeaches  the  honor 
il-ay.stem  by  calUqg  it  "objective  and  mercileas”. 
I|  1‘olitlcians  often  indulge  in  such  name  calling. 

But  is  the  honor  code  an  admission  of  defeat 


fer  the  Mormon  way  of  life?  It  is  not  that,  but 
rather,  it  is  a student  movement  to  more  surely 
inculcate  those  Christian-LJDS  virtues  of  honesty 
and  integrity  within  the  student  body.  Our  prob- 
lem at  BYU  is  not  fundamentally  different  than 
that  of  other  universities.  Simply  because  we  have 
a belief  in  modern  day  revelation,  and  believe  in 
other  doctrine  not  generally  accepted  in  ^ther 
Christian  churches,  doejs  not  alter  our  fundamental 
ethical  concepts  one  whit  from  theirs.  Honesty  is 
a problem  in  any  society,  and  simply  saying  that 
we  don’t  need  the  honor  system  because  "you’ll 
find  the  answer  in  the  creed  of  Mormonism,”  begs 
the  question  rather  than  meets  it.  £ven  the  articles 
of  faith  are  prefaced  with  "we  believe"  not  "we  do” 
Any  system  which  would  more  effectively  teach 
us  to  live  those  divine  principles  certainly  should 
not  be  condemned. 

'Itie  honor  system,  more  than  other,  plaoea 
the  student  eompletety  in  the  hands  of  his  con- 
science. There  is  no  doubt,  that  if  one  were  de- 
termined to  cheat,  he  could  do  so  under  the  honor 
system.  At  Stanford,  students  are  allowed  to  leave 
the  examination  room  to  complete  the  examination. 
But  the  Christian  principles  of  honor  and  integrity 
are  focused  upon  his  conduct  and  if  he  is  worthy 
of  the  spirit  of  the  honor  code,  as  most  are,  he 
will  not  yield.  He  emerges  from  four  years  of 
college,  knowing  he  is  honest,  not  just  that  he  was 
honest  because  he  had  to  be. 

Cheating  is  not  an  adolescent  problem;  it  is 
but  one  form  of  dishonesty  which  is  as  old  as  men. 
It  is  a form  of  stealing  -stealing  ideas,  recognition, 
and  better  grades  from  others.  Stealing  has  al- 
ways been  'with  us,  and  probably  will  be  for  a long 
time  to  come.  A system  of  honor  designed  <o 
mitigate  it,  certainly  is  not  made  adolescent  by 
simply  calling  it  such.
